Olliclals connected with highway 
work anticipate a prompt respom-^e to 
this appeal. They report a decided 
Increase In the interest of the public 
on this matter of prompt removal of 
snow from highways, not only to meet 
the necessity of kei'plng all sources 
of supply and coniiminicatlon In ef¬ 
fective operation, but as a means of 
protecting the public's Investment In 
roads.
